to follow, terminating at the TIotel 
Belvedere.

and go diagonally across Utah to 
Ogden. 


The Pueblo speech will be de- 


livered at 7 p. m.. Saturday night. 


The first address in the final

made in the public, square at Cum- 
berland. Maryland,' at 8:25 p m. 
Thursday night, three and a half 
hours after the republican standard 


bearer leaves Washington. 
It will 


be limited to a quarter of an hour 
and will be the only one made in 
Maryland during the r-ampaign. 


The next will be made at Louis- 


ville, where the nominee will spend 
an hour and a half Friday, from 
10:10 a. m., until 11:40 a. in., and 
will participate in an

He is the only man in the 
race that really knows the neda 
of the farmer and is capable of 
.rendering real assistance. 


Touching on the subject of pro- 


hibition. Rev. McStvavick declared 
that the candidate e::pccts to r-.t- 
tempt the 
enforcement of 
the 


Eighteenth Amendment and all of 
the laws pertaining to H. His en- 
tire personal- record was "dry" he 
asserted. 
He also complimented 


the Republican candidate for fail- 
ing to use any form

Fitting its politics to a pattern dis- 
tinctly its own. New 
Jersey has 


furnished 
a prime reminder this 


year that a presidential campaign 
really is forty-eight separate state 
campaigns, more or less loosely roll- 
ed into one. 


Much as it has in common with 


its wet, industrial eastern neigh- 
bors, local considerations have se( 
this state apart in the contest be- 
tween Smith and Hoover. The na- 


tional issues have become tangled 
and obscurod. and in these 
final 


days politicians are speculating; on 
the possible weight of certain local 
aspects of the situation. 
One of 


those is a legislative inquiry into 
the operations of the democratic or- 
ganization headed by Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City. 
Another is 


a row over registration. 
A third 


is the possible reaction of North 
Jersey's strange mixture of racial 
and religious groups to Governor 
Smith's personal appeal in the clos- 
ing days of the battle. 


Republicans Feet Secure. 


With only a week to go, the re- 


publicans sci the 
state 
distinctly 


apart in their election claims, list- 
ing it as one of the least, doubtful 
of all of the debated slates in the 
normally republican cast. The demo- 
crats, however, are 
making 
no 


concessions, holding to their 
pre- 


diction that Smith will carry 
the 


state, and placing great faith in 
what the nominee may bo able to 
tio for himself here in his final in- 
tensive drive for the North Atlan- 
tic seaboard. 


From the beginning, the New Jer- 


sey campaign has followed a de- 
vious pathway. 
Tailing 
into ac- 


count the known wet sentiment, the 
fact that for nearly a decade the 
state has been electing democratic 
governors while going republican 
nationally, the presence of large 
foreign elements, and the proximity 
to New York, the democratic na- 
tional organization 
was 
inclined 


even while the Houston convention 
still was in. session to list New Jer- 
sey as safe for Smith. The nom- 
inee himself came into the state 
arid made a short speech just before 
his formal notification. 
It 
was 


followed by a democratic proclam- 
ation that it was all over except 
a considerable amount of shouting, 
and by a request 
by republican 


leaders that Hr. Hoover show him- 
self to the Jerseyites. 


Hoover 1'reacheN Prosperity. 


Mr. Hoover obliged them. 
He 


selected Newark for delivery of his 
"prosperity" speech. All over the 
state, republican leaders went 
to 


work with the tariff and prosper- 
ity as their principal issues. They 
appealed in particular to the mil- 
lion and a half employes in the Jer- 
sey factories. 
They dismissed the 


wet and dry issue as inapplicable 
here where such republican leaders 
as Senator Edge arc as openly op- 
posed to the present dry laws as 
is Governor Smith himself. 
The 


republican wets argued 
that the 


Smith modification plan was not 
feasible, anyway, 
and 
that 
It 


would not be desirable to have the 
country half wet and half dry. 


The democrats, in turn, insisted 


that New Jersey's many industries 
would have nothing to fear under 
the democratic tariff plank of 1923. 
Thus the parties have reached 
a 


stage where the republicans deny 
that prohibition is an issue, and the 
democrats deny that the tariff is 
an issue while the voters are show- 
ing increasing signs of making an 
issue of their own out of religion. 
There are many Catholics in New 
Jersey, including thousands of for- 
eign descent in the populous indus- 
trial centers, while the Ku Klux 
Klan has een a fbactor in the dry, 
protestant sections outstate. 


Local Fight Bitter. 


While all of this was taking place, 


some of the principal leaders 
of 


Mayor Hague's Jersey City organi- 
zation, counted on as a great pillar 
of Smith strength in the state, were 
kept busy answering subpoenas and 
replying to various charges before 
an 
investigating 
committee ap- 


pointed by the republican legisla- 
ture. The Mayor himself, who also 
is the democratic national commit- 
tecman, was summoned before the 
investigators today at Trenton. 


Nor did this legislative thrust at 


Hague's dominance in slate politics 
come singly. Under a law just pass- 
ed over the veto of the democratic 
governor, thousands of names have 
been erased from the polling lists 
in Hudson 
and 
Essex 
counties, 


which 
contain, respectively, 
the 


democratic strongholds of Jersey 
City and Newark. 
The republicans 


charge that these rolls were heavily 
padded. The democrats deny it, anil 
charge a republican attempt 
to 


disfranchise 
democratic 
voters. 


Whether many of the reletcd names 
will be reinstated by election day 
is problematical.^
